following the collision of the ship Or- 
pheus with the steamer Pacific when en 
route' from Victoria to San Francisco 
about twenty years ago. There were 
some Victorians on hoard the Kan 
Francisco liner and their fate Is uncer- 
tain, 

The survivors who have reached Cape 
Scale, thii boatswain and five seamen 
-sent to secure assistance in one of th«s 
steamer's boats, report that at least fif- 
ty people were drowned alongside t_li - ■ 
stfamev when boats with women and 
children smashed against the steamer's 
side soon after tliev were lowered from 
■the vessel. When they left, over 100 
persons were huddled on the saloon deck 
of the steamer, which was then partly 
submerged— with the inrolliug seas wash- 
ing over the main deck. A southeast 
gale was blowing with the wind whist- 
ling through the cordage of the wrecked 
vessel at ii velocity of over forty miles 
an hour, and a high sea was beating 
against the hull sending spume high over 
it, and many seas pounded <o" the dick, 
threatening to break tip the hull. 

Unless the several steamers which 
have been hurried to the assistance of 
the wrecked vessel can arrive in time 
to save those who remain on the wreck 
it is doubtful if any of them will reach 
shore, for a landing in such a place is 
extremely difficult, if at all possible. 
Navigating by Dead Reckoning 

The Valencia sailed from San Fran- 
cisco on her .second trip to Victoria, re- 
placing the recently disabled steamer 
City of Puebln, nt 11 a. in. on Satur- 
day. This was the only clear day, and 
from Saturday evening Copt. Johnson 
and his officers had to navigate by 
means of dead reckoning. Nearing the 
em ranee to the Straits t he weather was 
very thick and the officers thought they 
were in the vicinity of the Umatilla 
reef lightship, near Cape Flattery, which 
has a good J'og signal on board. 

Having had no observations and till- 
able to make out their position in the 
thick weather prevailing soundings were 
taken, showing thirty fathoms. Imme- 
diately the men with the leadlines re- 
ported !!<) fathoms of water the steam- 
er struck heavily against some reef off 
shore with a shock which awoke all on 
board. 

The steamer did not run up on the 
reef, and was immediately hacked away. 
As she went into deep water she im- 
mediately began to fill, the impact: witn 
the rock having greatly damaged her 
hull. The engineers whistled to the 
bridge that water was poring up over 
the engine-room plates and they were 
unable fo stand by their engines, yso fast 
dill the water rise. They "and the fire- 
men were gradually being driven on 
deck. Hut. before they were driven out, 
in .answer to excited jingles from the 
bridge, they gave what speed was pos- 
sible, and Capt, Johnson turned the 
vessel again toward the beach. 

Impact With the Rocks 
As the Valencia was 'foundering us a 
result of her impact with the rocks tin.' 
only chance lo save any of those on 
board was to put the vessel ashore again 
with the hope, scant though it was of 
ultimately landing (hose on hoard on 
the rocky coast. Before she struck 
ugain on the rocks the engineers and 
firemen had been driven from below by 
the inrush of water and the sea soon 
began to roll over the main deck. Water 
was over the deck when the boats weie 
being lowered, the lights being extin- 
guished by the Hooding of the engine 
room before the work was commenced. 

The loss of life was awful when the 
boats were lowered. Two boats filled 
with women and children were swept 
against, the sides of the steamer, .smash- 
ed ami completely wrecked, all those in 
the boats being swept into the sea and 
drowned, The scenes in I he darkness— 
for by this lime not a light showed on 
any part of the vessel — must have been 
heartrending. Seven boats and three life 
rafts were pul over from the wreck, and 
of these lint two boats have been heard 
of. One, with six men, boatswain T. .1. 
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McCarthy and six seamen, Thos. Shields, 
John Monk, \V. Upslin, T. Lampsou ami 
Chas. Brown, reached Cape Benle nine 
hours after the disaster and reported to 
liglitkeeper Paterson that they had been 
sent by Cjipt. Johnson to seek assistance. 
A Thrilling Talc 

These men told a tale of horror. They 
were the only ones to reach Cape Beale, 
though nine others were reported from 
a telegraph hut. When they left the. 
steamer they said at least fifty persons 
had been drowned alongside by the 
wrecking of the lifeboats, and the sur- 
vivors who remained on board were hud- 
dled on the saloon deck. There must 
have been a hundred persons holding to 
the stanchions and clinging to the rail- 
ings of the social hall and smoking room 
on the saloon deck, Then the sea rolled 
over the main deck and was swept 
against the houses of the saloon deck, 
which were threatened with being 
wrecked and swept away. The outlook, 
they said, was poor for the lives of these 
people unless Immediate assistance 
could be secured. 

Many were the pathetic incidents the 
survivors related to the liglitkeeper, who 
sui-cured them at the light stallion— 
they were fatigued and suffering from 
tlie privations endured in their long ami 
arduous row and the hard trip - along 
shore to the light station. They stated 
that two of those who escaped when the 
boats were swamped had reached the 
high bluff, thirty feet from which the 
wreck was held. These men were un- 
able to clamber up the cliff and were 
shouting for assistance which could not 
be given. They were unable to get from 
the rocks or lo reach the top of the bluff 
and when the tide rose it was thought 
they would be swept away. 

Pathetic Scenes 

When the boats were swamped and 
wrecked as the sea swept them against 
the steamer, a little boy was seen stand- 
ing crying by the rail on the saloon 
deck, vainly asking for his mother, who 
had been swept to death from the brok- 
en boats. One lady whose husband had 
cot. into one of the boats tried to hand 
her child to him. hut the boat swerved 
off as she dropped the little one nnd it 
fell into the sea; The mother remains 
with those on the wreck. The father 
was drowned with the swamping of the 
boat. 

When the first news of the disaster 
reached Victoria yesterday afternoon 'n 
a scanty message received by Cupt. 
Gandin, rending as follows: "A steam- 
er has been wrecked. About. 101) peo- 
ple have been drowned. Nine men have 
reached the telegraph hut. Will wire 
particulars." 

Cupt. .Ins. Gandhi, agent of marine, 
who was quick to see that assistance 
was sent, telephoned to Mr. Bllllen of 
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the Michigan was lost. The steamer 
was ofT her course, and in the absence 
of Information it: was diflleult to con- 
jecture what uild resulted in her mis- 
adventure. In his opinion, with a 
strong southeasterly gale blowing, as 
was reported, anil (he great current 
which is known to set onto the coast in 
the winter months, the steamer has 
probably been swept to the island coast. 
Description of Steamer 

The Valencia is an old iron screw 
steamer. She was built 21 -years ago, 
in 1882, at: the yards of W. Cramp & 
'Sous of Philadelphia, for the Pacific, 
Packing and Navigation Co., by wham 
she was sold to her present owners. The 
steamer is $ vessel of 1598 tons burthen 
and is 252 feet long, ill feet beam and 
lit. 7 feet deep. She has four bulkheads 
nnd two pole masts, with her stack 
standing almost in the centre of the ves- 
sel. She differs in appearance some- 
what from the other lines of the com- 
pany: There are 39 staterooms for first 
class passengers. The dining saloon is! 
on the main deck, entered by steps lead- 
ing from the saloon deck from either side 
to a landing from which a flight of stairs 
enters at the head of the dining room. 
The smoking room and social hall are on 
the upper deck. 

Wild and Stormy Coast 

The stretch of coast between C'lo-oose 
and Cape. Beale where the Valencia has 
been wrecked, stretches for ten miles, 
all rock-bound, and has earned the name 
"The Graveyard of Ships." Sea Bird 
rock, on which the steamer Michigan 
was wrecked ten years ago or there- 
abouts is the most dangerous of all the 
points in the vicinity. It is thought by 
local marine men from the descriptions 
receive/1 that it is on these dangerous 
rocks that the Valencia has been lost. 
Sea Bird rocks stand at the entrance 
lo Pachena hay, twenty miles east of 
Carmanali. They stand tbout ten feet 
above water, and two large rocks lie off 
them nearly half a mile away, awasli 
at high water. Navigators state the 
rocks cannot be approached with safety 
within a mile and a half. Pachena bay. 
which lies between the Sea Bird rocks 
and Cape Beale. is open to the south- 
west nnd southward, with a heavy 
swell seating in in such wenther ns that 
of yesterday. 

The light station at Cape Beale is the 
nearest place to the scene of the wreck 
where assistance can be secured. The 
lighthouse is situated on a small islet 
at the extremity of Cape Beale, the east- 
erly entrance to Barkley Sound, about 
120 miles from Victoria. It is a- square 
lighthouse, painted white with a red 
lantern, 42 feet in height, with its light 
— a flashing white light every half min- 
ute — showing from a height of 178 feet 
above the sea, and visible in clear wealh- 
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the British Columbia Salvage company 
whose wrecking steamer Salvor is over 
ready with steam up under an agree- 
ment with Lloyd's agency and the Do- 
minion government, and, as soon as a 
doctor could be secured, the steamer 
left.

Salvor Leaves for Scone 

Soon after the Salvor put out from 
Esqllininlt in charge of dipt. Harris en 
route to the wreck, the steamer Queen 
arrived from Seattle en route to San 
l-'rancisco. The passengers of the 
steamer were at once ordered ashore us 
Soon as Mr. Allan, agent of (he com- 
pany advised Capt. Cousins of the 
wrick, being told lo go (o first class ho- 
lds at the expense of the steamship 
company until the Queen returned, and 
the Queen was then hurried' to the 
scene of the wreck. She also carried a 
special stiilf correspondent of the Col- 
onist, .Mr. I''. I. Clarke, jr., and a num- 
ber of other Victorians, iucludlng sever- 
al well known marine men wha will Ik? 
able to lend whatever assistance is in 
thcirthcir power, having g)od Iocs! 
knowledge of the coast line. 

It was expected that the steamer 
Queen City, Capt, Townsend, which loft 
about three o'clock yesterday morning 
on her regular trip to Quatsluo, Cape 
Scott and way ports of Vancouver Isl- 
and, would be the lirsr steamer to .bring 
succor to the wrecked ship, but, un- 
furl unately, the Queen City did not 
sight the wreck. She passed the scene 
in thick weather and did not know of 
the ■ disaster until arrival at Banilield 
where news of the wreck was given to 
Cupt. Townsend. lie at once wired to 



the owning company for instructions 
and Aid. F. W. Vincent in the absence 
of Capt. Troup advised him to continue 
his voyage as the rescue steamers would 
reach the scene before he could .return. 
The tug Czar, which has an admiralty 
marshal on hoard en route to KyUQ.U0t 
for the purpose of libelling the schooner 
Turner for salvage services rendered by 
the Queen City on her last trip also left 
yesterday morning at an early hour, hut 
it is improbable that she would sight 
the wreck, as the Queen City going 
nearer lo the coast than would the tug 
did not sight the vessel. 

The Salvor and Queen will do all pos- 
sible to save the unfortunate passengers 
and crew of the Valencia, but the rescue 
work in such a gale as was .blowing on 
the coast last night will be difficult in- 
deed. 

Position of Steamer Bad 

With a heavy gale .blowing at a rate 
of forty miles an hour yesterday off the 
Vancouver Island coast the position of 
the wrecked steamer is a bad one, with 
scant hope for the unfortunate company 
on hoard the San Francisco liner. At , r > 
o'clock yesterday morning, according to 
advices received by the Meteorological 
Office, a heavy gale was blowing from a 
southeasterly direction off the mouth of 
the Columbia river. With such a gale a 
tremendous sen broke on Vancouver Is- 
land, anil where the Valencia lias gone 
ashore the sea seems to run to its great- 
est height. Waves, breaking against the 
cliff-like rocks, SWOOP up a hundred feet 
or more and a landing on any portion 
of that section of the coast would be ex- 
tremely dilllcull if at all possible. 

fjapt, -las. Gandhi, agent of mucina.

He was 
for some years bookkeeper for tl-0 
Hudson's Bay Company at Nelson, and 
only left that employ in the spring- of 
last year. lie first went to Idaho, then 
drifted to Mexico, and latterly to San 
Francisco, where he was employed by 
a wholesale linn. About a week ago 
ha wrote homo saying that he was 
leaving for this city on the next boat, 
and as his name is on the list of first 
class passengers, there is no doubt 
Hint be did so. It is not yet known 
whether Mr. Jesse is among the \s- 
aiied passengers, but its be was a 
splendid athlete and swimmer It is 
thought that his chances were excel- 
lent. He Was well known at the Coast, 
as he rowed in the Nelson senior four 
on two occasions when they came here 
to compete for the Pacific Coast cham- 
pionship; Mr.' Jesse has two brothers 
in the city— one in Pooiey & Buxton's 
office and another who travels for 
Todd & Co. 

Colonist Extras 

When the news of the disaster became 
noised abroad yesterday afternoon being 
given to tho public first through a bulle- 
tin in the windows of the Colonist and 
soon afterwards in an extra issued by 



this paper, there was considerable excite- 
ment. For a short time the news was 
indefinite, the name of the wrecked' 
steamer not being given in the first mess- 
age received, it soon became evident 
that it was the San Francisco Valencia 
that was wrecked, she being somewhat 
overdue — she was expected to reach port 
from San Francisco on. Monday night — 
and there was great excitement. It wn* 
rumored that several well known Vic- 
torians were on board and the receipt of 
the names of tho passengers, which were 
telegraphed later from San Francisco, 
was anxiously awaited. 

The first and only account of tho 
wreck to lie placed before the public yes- 
terday afternoon was given in an extra 
r-sued by the Colonist soon after its first 
issue, giving all available details receiv- 
ed until a late hour, when fuller des- 
patches reached the Colonist from its 
"West Coast correspondents. A large 
crowd soon assembled outside the Colon- 
ist oiliee and the local telegraph offices, 
eagerly awaiting news of the loss of the 
liner. 

Miowera's Escape 

The steamer Miowera bad a narrow 
escape from being lost eight or ninij 
years ago near where the Valencia was 
wrecked. The Canadian-Australian liner 
was en route to Victoria from the Anti- 
podes when caught in a fog and she over- 
ran her distance when Hearing the straits 
going ashore, f hough fortunately not in- 
juring herself to a great extent, between 
Oiler Point and Carmanali. 

The Vicinity of tho Wreck 

Seabird Rocks, at the entrance to 
Pachena Bay, are counted among the 
most conspicuous monuments in the 
dread maritime graveyard of the North 
Pacific. It 'was here, almost at ' the 
Identical spot where the Valencia lies, 
according to present information, that 
the staunch steamer Michigan, we'll 
known locally, being- on the run be- 
tween this city, Pugct Sound and 
Columbia ports,, was lost on January 
2, 1SI13. She was then voyaging froiii 
Portland to Roche Harbor to take a 
cargo of lime, and piling on the reefs 
became a total loss. 

The Michigan struck the rocks in a, 
dense fog which had prevailed all day, 
the captain having lost his bearings. 
As soon as the roll of breakers was 
heard he slowed down, but in another 
Instant the ship was upon the rocks. 
The seas quenched the fires In the 
furnaces and the weather became bit- 
terly cold. The ship pounded the 
rocks all night, and early on Monday 
morning Seaman Simons leaped over- 
board and swam ashore with a line on 
which a basket was rigged, and the 
passengers and crew were thus landed 
mi injured. 

Captain J. E. Bcnnon, a passenger, 
said the steamer overrn'n her distance 
and got too far north above Cape Flat- 
tery when she tried to make the 
straits. 

About 11 o'clock on Saturday night 
breakers were reported dead ahead, 
but before the engines could be re- 
versed the vessel struck on the rocks 
three times, when the keel was 
smashed to splinters, the cargo and 
vessel becoming- a total loss. 

The loss of his ship so preyed upon 
the mind of Captain Graves that he 
was never the snme man again, nor 
would be accept a 'new command. 

The Michigan was battered to pieces 
where she struck. Her engines were 
removed, however, and are now in 
service in the well known tug Czar, 
which by a curious coincidence is one 
of the fleet in-offering relief at the 
scene of dual misfortune. Providen- 
tially no lives were lost in the destruc- 
tion of the Michigan. 

During the same month that wit- 
nessed the destruction of the Michigan, 
the schooner Janet Cowan drove ashore 
In practically identical territory, this 
disaster unhappily being attended with 
the loss of seven lives. 

A Series of Misadventures 

Fatality has seemed to pursue the ves- 
sels of the Pacific Coast, Steamship Co. 
on the San Francisco, Pugot Sound and 
Victoria route during the .pus! few years. 
The series of niisad vent arcs mav be said 
fo begin with the sadly memorable sat- 
astroplic of January, 1003, when tho 
northbound voyaging Walla Walla came 
into collision witli the hark Mux under 
circumstances which never will be fully 
Understood, the passenger liner sinking 
with dread rapidity. The story of suf- 
fering, death and ultimate rescue for a 
portion of .the crew nnd passengers will 
never he forgotten in any Pacific port, 
for few indeed hut contain homes that 
were made desolate on that occasion. 

Again in April of the same year the 
steamer Queen took lire off the Colum- 
bia river, being badly burned aft: and 
only saved from total destruction by the 
resource and seamanship of Captain 
Cousins, her master. Women and chil- 
dren on that occasion were out in the 
open boats from -I to 10.80 a.m., while 
a lesser loss of life than marked the. 
previous disaster was written to the ne- 
t-omit of the sea. 

And if. is only very recently that the 
Puebln— whose place the Valencia was 
but temporarily Oiling in ptinHfeqtumce of 
this misadventure — broke her failshtift 
and was exposed to very considerable 
danger until picked up by I he steam 
schooner Chobalis, and safely taken to 
porl. 

The Valencia, which was purchased 
by the Pacific Coast Steamship Co. some 
five years or so ago, was not especially 
well known in British Columbia ports, 
although she has been operated under 
I he company's Hag for one or two sea- 
sons in the Seattle-Nome trade.

They stated 
that two of those who escaped when the 
boats were swamped bad reached the 
high bluff, thirty feet from which the 
wreck was held. These men were un- 
able to clamber up the cliff and were 
shouting for assistance which could not 
he given. They were unable to get from 
the rocks or to reach the top of the bluff 
and when the tide rose it, was thought 
they would be swept away. 

Pathetic Scenes 

When the boats were swamped and 
wrecked as the sea swept them agninst 
the steamer, it little boy was seen stand- 
ing crying by the rail on the saloon 
deck, vainly asking for his mother, who 
had been swept to death from the brok- 
en boats. One lady whose husband had 
get into one of the boats tried to hand 
her child to him, but the boat swerved 
off as she dropped the little one and it 
fell into the sea. The mother remains 
with those on the wreck. The father 
was drowned with the swamping of the 
boat. 

When the first news of the disaster 
reached Victoria yesterday nfternoon 'n 
a scanty message received by Capt. 
Gaudin, reading as follows: "A steam- 
er hns been wrecked. About 100 peo- 
ple have been drowned. Nine men have 
reached the telegraph hut. Will wire 
particulars." 

Capt. Jas. Gaudin, agent of marine, 
who was quick to see that assistance 
was sent, telephoned to Mr. Btillc-'n of 
the British Columbia iSalvngo company 
whose wrecking steamer Salvor is ever 
ready with steam up under an agree- 
ment with Lloyd's agency and the Do- 
minion government, and, as soon as a 
doctor could be secured, the steamer 
left. Among those on Voavu were Mr. 
J. W. Lorimer, staff correspondent of 
the Colonist, Capt. J. (}. Cox, Lloyd's 
agent, Capt. J. W. Troup, of the C. I'. 
K. Steamship ccsaipany, Mr. Bullen and 
others. 

Salvor Leaves for Scene 

iSoon after the Salvor put out from 
Esquimau in charge of Capt. Harris en 
route to the wreck, the steamer Queen 
arrived from Seattle' en route to Sun 
Francisco. The passengers of the 
steamer were at once ordered ashore as 
soon ns Mr. Allan, agent of the com- 
pany advised Capt Cousins of the 
wrtek, being told to go to first class ho- 
tels at the expense of the steamship 
company until the Queen returned, and 
the Queen was then hurried to the 
seine of the wreck. She also carried a 
special staff correspondent of the Col- 
onist, Mr. F. I. Clarke, jr., and a num- 
ber of other Victorians, including sever- 
nl well known marine men wh:> will be 
able to lend whatever assistance is in 
theirtheir power, having giod Ioch: 
knowledge of the coast line. 

It was expected that the steamer 
Queen City, Capt. Townsend, which left 
about three o'clock yesterday morning 
on her regular trip to Quatsino, Capo 
Scott ji nd way ports of Vancouver isl- 
and, would be the firsr steamer to bring 
succor to the wrecked ship, but, un- 
fortunately, the Queen City did not 
sight the wreck. 'Sho passed the scene 
in thick weather and did not know of 
the disnsl-er until arrival at Iiamfiold 
where news of the wreck was given to 
Capt. Townsend. Ho nt once wired to 
the owning company for Instructions 
and Aid. F. W. Vincent in the absence 
of Capt. Troup advised him to continue 
his voyage as the rescue steamers would 
reach the scene before he could return. 
The tug Czar, which has an admiralty 
marshal on board en routo to Kyuquot 
for the purpose of libelling the schooner 
Turner for salvage services rendered by 
the Queen City on rier Inst trip also let'!, 
yesterday morning at sn early hour, but 
it is improbable that she would sight 
the wreck, as the Queen City going 
nearer to the coast than would the tug 
did not sight the vessel. 

The Salvor and Queen will do all pos- 
sible to save the unfortunate passengers 
and crew of the Valencia, but the rescue 
work in such a gale as was blowing on 
the const las', night will be diffionlt in- 
deed. 

Position of Steamer Bad 

With a heavy gale .blowing at n rate 
of forty miles an hour yesterday off the 
Vancouver Island coast the position of 
the wrecked steamer is a bad one, with 
scant hope for the unfortunate companj 
on board the San Francisco liner. At 5 
o'clock yesterday morning, according to 
advices received by the Meteorological 
offlcei a heavy gale was blowing from a 
southeasterly direction off the mouth of 
the Columbia river. With such a gale a 
tremendous sea broke on Vancouver Is- 
land, and where the Valencia has gone 
ashore the sea seems to run to its great- j 
est height. Waves, breaking against the 
cliff-like rocks, sweep up a hundred feet 
or more rind a landing on any portion 
Of that section of the coast would be ex- 
tremely difficult if at all possilde. 

Capt. Jas. Gaudin, agent of marine, 
who received flu? first news of (he wreck 
yesterday afternoon from lightkeeper Pat- j 
ergon of Cape Beale, said he thought the ' 
vessel bud gone ashore near Pnchoni 
bay from the advices received, probably 
on' the notorious Sea 'Bird rocks, where 
the Michigan was lost. The steamer 
was off her course, and in the absence 
of information it was difficult to con- 
jecture, what bad resulted in her mis- 
adventure. In his opinion, with a 
strong southeasterly gale, blowing, as 
was reported, and the great current 
which is known to set onto the coast U\

which lies between the Sea Bird rocks 
and Cape Beale. is open to the south- 
west and southward, with a heavy 
swell setting hi in such weather as that 
of yesterday. 

The light station at Cape Beale is the 
nearest place to the scene of the wreck 
where assistance can he secured. The 
lighthouse is situated on a small Islet 
at the extremity of Cape Beale, the east- 
erly entrance to Barkley Sound, about 
120 miles from Victoria. It is a square 
lighthouse, painted white with a red 
lantern, 4'J feet in height, with its light 
—a flashing while light every half min- 
ute — showing from u height of ITS feet, 
above the sea. anil visible in clear weath- 
er for 10% miles. A red sector is shown 
from the light across Cheunel and West- 
ern reefs in the entrance to Barkley 
Sound. 

There is n fog alarm at Cape Beale 
and nlso at Cnrinanah. both of which 
are in operation in tlilck weather. Cape 
Beale is a hold rocky point, 120 feet 
high, with the tops of I he trees about 
300 feet above the surface of the water. 
Some rocks extend off the lighthouse 
rock, from t wo to four cables distant. 
A Victoria Passenger 

Among the passengers on the ill- 
fated Valencia Is Mr. George Henry 
Jesse, a son of Mrs. Matilda Jesse of 
67 Montreal street, Victoria. He was 
for some years bookkeeper for tl* 
Hudson's Bay Company nt Nelson, and 
only left that employ In the spring of 
last year. He first went to Idaho, then 
drifted to Mexico, and latterly to San 
Francisco, where he was employed by 
a wholesale firm. About a week ago 
he wrote home saying that he was 
leaving for this city on the next boat, 
and as his 'name is on the list of first 
class passengers, there Is no doubt 
that he did so. It Is not yet known 
whether Mr. Jesse Is among the !Vs- 
cued passengers, but as he was a 
splendid athlete and swimmer it Is 
thought, that his chances were excel- 
lent. He was well known at the Coast, 
as he rowed hi the Nelson senior four 
on two occasions whw they came hero 
to compete for the Pacific Coast cham- 
pionship. Mr. Jesse has two brothers 
In the city— one In Pooley & L-uxton'a 
office and another who travels for 
Todd & Co. 

Colonist Extras 

When the news of the disaster became 
noised abroad yesterday afternoon being 
given to the public- first through a bulle- 
tin in the windows of the Colonist nnd 
soon afterwards In an extra issued by 
t his paper, thejw v«« Considerable excite- 
ment, For a 'short time the news was 
Indefinite, the name of the wrecked- 
steamer not being given in the first mess- 
age received. It soon became evident 
that it was the San Francisco Valencia 
i 



The Michigan struck the rocks in a 
dense fog which bad prevailed all day, 
tlie captain having lost his bearings. 
As soon as the roll of breakers was 
heard he slowed down, but in another 
Instant the ship was upon the rocks. 
The seas quenched the fires in the 
furnaces and the weather became bit- 
terly cold. The ship pounded the 
rocks all night, and early on Monday 
morning Seaman Simons leaped over- 
board and Bwam ashore with a line on 
which a basket was rigged, and the 
passengers and crew were thus landed 
uninjured. 

Captain J. E. Lennon, a passenger, 
said the steamer overrain her distance 
and got too far north above Cape Flat- 
tery when she tried to make the 
straits. 

About 11 o'clock on Saturday night 
breakers were reported dead ahead, 
but before the engines could be re- 
versed the. vessel struck on the rocks 
three times, when the Keel was 
smashed to splinters, the cargo and 
vessel becoming a total loss. 

The loss of bis ship so preyed upon 
the mind of Captain Graves that he 
was never the same man again, nor 
would ho accept a new command. 

The Michigan was battered to pieces 
where she struck. Her engines were 
removed, however, and are now In 
service In the well known tug Czar, 
which by a curious coincidence Is one 
of the fleet proffering relief at the 
scene of dual misfortune. Providen- 
tially no lives were lost in the destruc- 
tion of the Michigan. 

Durinp- the same month that wit- 
nessed the destruction of the Michigan, 
the schooner Janet Cowan drove ashore 
In practically Identical territory, this 
disaster unhappily being attended with 
the loss of seven lives. 

A Series of Misadventures 

Fatality has seemed to pursue the ves- 
sels of the Pacific Coast Steamship Co. 
on the San Francisco, Puget Sound nnd 
Victoria route during the past few years. 
The series of misadventures may be said 
to begin with the sadly memorable snt- 
astropho of January. 1003, when the 
northbound voyaging Walla Walla enme 
into collision with the bark 'Max under 
circumstances which never will he fully 
understood, the passenger liner sinking 
with dread rapidity. The story of suf- 
fering, death and ultimate rescue for a 
portion of the crew and passengers will 
never bo forgotten in any Pacific port, 
for few Indeed hut contain homes that 
were made desolate on that occasion. 

Again In April ot the snme year the 
steamer Queen took lire off the Colum- 
bia river, being badjy burned aft and 
only snved from total destruction by the 
resource and sr-nmnnship of Captain 
Cousins, her master. Women and chil-

Description of Steamer 
The Valencia is nn old iron screw 
steamer. She was built. 2-1 years ago, 
in 1882, at the yards of W. Cramp & 
Sons of Philadelphia, for the racifio 
Packing and .Navigation Co., by whom 
she was sold to her present owners. The 
steamer is a vessel of 1508 tons burthen 
nnd is 252 feet long, 34 feet beam and 
10.7 feet deep. She has four bulkheads 
and two pole masts, witli her slack 
standing almost in the centre of the ves- 
sel. She differs in appearance some- 
what from the other lines of the com- 
pany. There are .'I!) Staterooms for first 
class passengers. The dining saloon is 
on the main deck, entered by steps lead- 
ing from the saloon deck from either side 
to :\ landing from which a flight of stairs 
enters at the head of the dining room. 
The smoking room and social hull are on 
the upper deck. 

Wild and Stormy Coast 

The stretch of coast between Clo-oose 
and Cape Beale where th? Valencia has 
been wrecked, stretches for ten miles, 
all rock-bound, and bus earned the name 
"The Graveyard of Ships." Sea Bird 
rock, on which the steamer Michigan 
was wrecked ten years ago or there- 
abouts is the most dangerous of all the 
points in the vicinity. It is thought by 
local marine men from Ibe descriptions 
received that it is on these dangerous 
rucks that the Valencia has been lost. 
Sea Bird rocks stand at the entrance 
to Paehcnn buy, twenty miles east of 
Oarmanah, They stand tbotit ten feet: 
above water, and two large rocks lie off 
them nearly half a mile away, nwnsh 
at high water. Navigators state the 
rocks cannot be approached with safety 
within a mile nnd a half. Pachena bay, 



thut was wrecked, she being somewhat 
overdue — she was expected to reneh port 
from San Francisco on Monday night — 
arid there was great excitement. It was 
rumored that several well known Vic- 
torians were on board and the receipt of 
the names of the passengers, which were 
telegraphed later from San Francisco, 
<vas anxiously awaited. 

The lirst and only account of the 
wreck to be placed before Ibe public yes- 
terday afternoon was given in an extra 
issued by the Colonist soon after its first 
issue, giving all available details receiv- 
ed until a late hour, when fuller des- 
patches reached the Colonist from its 
West Coast correspondents. A large 
crowd soon assembled outside the Colon- 
ist oillce and the local telegraph offices, 
eagerly awaiting news of the loss of the 
liner. 

Miowera's Escape 

The steamer Miowera bad a narrow 
escape from being lost eight or ninej 
years ago near where the Valencia was 
wrecked. The Caundian-Ausl rnlian liner 
was en route to Victoria from the Anti- 
podes when caught in a fog and she over- 
ran her distance when nenriug the straits 
going ashore, though fortunately not in- 
juring herself to a great extent, bet ween 
Otter Point and Carmanah. 

The Vicinity of the Wreck 

Senblrd Rocks, at the entrance to 
Pachena Buy, are counted among the 
most conspicuous monuments In the 
dread maritime graveyard of the North 
Pacific. It was here, nlniost at the 
Identical spot where the Valencia lies, 
according to present Information, that 
the staunch steamer Michigan, well 
known locally, being on the run be- 
tween this city, Puget Sound and 
Columbia ports,, was lost on January 
?., 1883. She was then voyaging from 
Portland to Roche Harbor to take ij 
carpo of lime, mad piling on the reefs 
became a total loss. 



(Iron on that occasion were out in the 
open boats from 4 to 10.80 a.m., while 
lesser loss of life than marked the 
previous disaster was written to the ac- 
count of the sea. 

And it is only very recently that the 
Puebla — whose place the Valencia was 
but temporarily tilling in consequence of 
Ibis misadventure- — broke her tnllshaft 
nnd was exposed to vory considerable 
danger until picked up by the steam 
schooner Ohehalis, and snfely taken to 
port. 

The Valencia, which was purchased 
by the Pacific Coast Steamship Co. some 
live years or so ago, was not. especially 
well known in British Columbia ports, 
a II hough she hns been operated under 
the company's Hag for one or two son- 
sons In 'the Seattle-Nome trade.

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CANNOT APPROACH THE WRECK

There seems every probability that, the major portion of the pas- 
sengers and crew of the steamer Valencia, ashore on the rocky coast 
of Vancouver Island, have met a watery grave, as no persons could 
bo seon alive on the wrecked vessel when the rescuing- ships ap- 
proached. 

. 

A despatch received from .T. W. Lorimer, special correspondent 
of Tho Colonist, says: 

" The steamer Vclcncia was located by the steamer Queen at 9 
a. m. on Point Klanaway, about five miles from Cape eEale. 

"The Czar went in to investigate and reported that she wag 
ashore, stern first, with decks swept clear, with the exception of u 
small part of the house, and the two masts still standing. 

"From the rigging of the foremast was what appeared to bo a 
signal, but the Czar's master was unable, to say if it was a signal, or a 
human being. 

"The Salvor stood in for about two miles but was nnable to ap- 
proach nearer, as the heavy southwest sea was making it impossible 
and dangerous to go in. 

"The tug Czar was within three quarters of a mile from the 
wreck, but could go no further. 

"After making as complete an examination as possible the Czar 
returned, to where the steamers Queen and Salvor were lying. 

" Tho Salvor, with the Czar, then started for Bamfield Creek 
cable station, and left the steamer Queen standing by. 

"When the Salvor left the escene there was a heavy .swell from 
the southwest and the rain was falling in torrents. 

"Those on board the steamer Queen reported having heard three 
gun-shots before the arrival of the Salvor, but nothing of any living 
person was to be seen. 

"Advices from Cape Beale say thai fifteen men have arrived 
there, one of whom was the boatswain and the others sailors. 

"They report a passenger list of 94- and a crew of CO, and when 
they left, the wreck on Tuesday morning there were about 100 people 
on board, all huddled on the quarter deck. 

"Two boats were smashed alongside on being lowered, and all 
the occupants drowned. 

"The Valencia had left San Francisco about 11 o'clock on Satur- 
day last. 

"Her officers were running by dead reckoning nnd were on the 
lookout for the Umatilla reef lightship when their vessel struck. 

"The steamer was backed off after she struck, the water filling 
the engine room and the tires being put out, forcing the engineers out 
of their department, but not before the vessel was driven hard on tho 
beach. 

"Among the survivors was the boat's crew, who was, sent for 
assistance, tho members of which are still al ('ape Beale. 

"Mr. .Logan, lineman, Lighkeeper Daykin and J'. Martin all went 
nt, the wreck this morning at -1 a. m., overland, Inking with them ropes, 
etc., wherewith to render any assist a nee possible. ..- ■ .^ jffi ^i

Edmonton people are greatly excited today 
aver the strike at natural gas made on Snt- 
urday by the Western Gas & Oil Co., In 
their well oil Klllistlno avenue. The pres- 
sure, less than 20(1 pounds when struck, 
has today raised to over .".(10 pounds to the 
square Inch, and Is apparently Increasing 
lis the crevices down In the sandstone 
strata open up and allow the gns to work 
through. The quality of the gas Is the 
(incut In the world. It Is absolutely odor; 
less, carries no sulphur, Is perfectly dry 
and colorless anil burns without a truce of 
smoke. Experts claim that It Is the least 
dangerous of nay gas they have ever seen, 
asphyxiation being almost Impossible un- 
less large quantities of absolutely pare 
nas arc Inhaled. At the well this after- 
noon the driller, A. W, Center, made a 
curious experiment. Placing ids mouth 
over the gas Jet, he Inhaled all his lungs 
would bold, then, lighting a mutch, lie ex- 
haled the pas toward the flame, and It 
burned brightly. The same amount of man- 
ufactured pas taken Into the limps would 
have killed lilm Instantly; or, at least, 
have thrown him Into convulsions. 

The pas was struck at a depth of 1,040 
feet, after six mouths of continuous drill- 
ing. 

The Western Coal & OH Co. was Incor- 
porated over two years apo, A. \V. Itlnp- 
Innn, of Toronto, being the moving spirit 
hi the promotion ot the company. The 
capital stock of the company is $20,000, In 
$100 shares, all of which was subscribed 
and fully paid up. The company com- 
menced operations hi the river bottom, be- 
low the town, 18 months ago, and put 
down a hole S73 feet. 111 which they struck 
a fair flow of pas, but in Ignorance of the 
ciiect, they shot the well and spoiled it. 

Operations were commenced on the ores- 
MH site In July of last year, and have 
heen prosecuted continuously ever since, 
the gang working 12 to 18 hours every day. 
The ground through which they bad to 
drill was the worst formation that could 
possibly In- encountered, strata of hard 
sandstone being Interlaid with a soft 
huroiiian shale, which caved badly and 
made prepress very slow. At one time last 
fall they worked two weeks to make one 
foot and several times the company was 
tor throwing the proposition up because 
prepress was so slow, hut the driller re- 
fused to quit and offered to take all the 
chances himself. Only a few days ago 
the stock could hnve been picked up at a 
larpe discount, but within an hour after 
the pas was struck It was being held hi 
par, and three or four turns of small 
blocks were made at that price. 

The company has a franchise for Edmon- 
ton, which It secured before commencing 
operations, and intends applying at once to 
the municipal councils of Strntheomi, Red 
Deer Watiisklwln and other towns south 
nnd east for franchises, and to the legisla- 
ture for :i franchise to pipeline the coun- 
try for miles around Edmonton.

Hon. 'Mr. Tatlow ia moving tho sec- 
ond reading of the bill Intituled an act 
to amend the Assessment Act, 1003, 
said that there were only n few respects 
in which the act was not favorable) to 
the taxpayers, The second section re- 
ferlhg to seal property was necessary to 
determine on which class of property 
the lower nSBfe'ssnieilt should apply. Per- 
sons having properties assessable under 
both grades hud taken advantage of the 
lower and sought lo bring tho whole un- 
der that classification. That, of course, 
was not fair and had to be remedied, 

The next point was tip determining 
of the extent to which exemption should 
be allowed. The assessors had pro- 
fessed to find some difficulty in this, 
which ho did not share, but still it was 
desired to make the net as perfect as 
possible, so he proposed to make these 
alterations in that interest. 

Another clause proposed to extend the 
time during which land would be for- 
feited by six months. 

.Mr. J. ,11, Haivthorntlnvaite said that 
the Province was to be. congratulated on 
having secured the services of the Hon. 
gentleman, the minister of Finance. It 
was not often under capitalism that a 
man found this true billet but this was 
an exception. 

Turning to the Assessment Act he 
said that he thought the? small farmers 
had not quite bad fair treatment and 
immediately on Hie pnsslug of the act 
all small fanners whose assessments 
were below $2,(KH) bad their assessment 
raised so as to bring them within its 
higher provisions. Ho claimed that 
farmers .should be put on the sa me bas is 
as business men who were exempt from 
taxation or incomers under $1,000. lie 
further objected to the provisions for 
confiscating land in case of default, ami 
urged the government to amend the act 
in the direction suggested. Mr. Mur- 
phy moved the adjournment of the de- 
bat e — agreed. 

The adjourned debate on the second 
reading of bill intituled "an act to amend 
the 'Coal Mines Regulation Act,'" was 
resumed. 

The debate was again adjourned until 
tomorrow.

A correspondent sends tbe following, 
being one of Durant's Press Cuttings: 
Some two thousand of London's poor- 
est children tasted the Joys of Christ- 
mas yesterday through the medium of 
funds collected by their more fortunate 
brothers and sisters In several British 
colonies. At tbe public ball. Canning' 
Town, a dinner followed by an enter- 
tainment was given by Canadian and 
British Columbia subscriptions, while 
at tbe Northampton institute, Clerkeh- 
well, tbe "Sunbeams" of South Aus- 
tralia furnished the means for a sim- 
ilar feast. 

Long- before tbe hour chosen for din- 
ing, crowds of youngsters, most of 
them coming from homes of squalor 
and unrelieved hardship, clustered 
round tbe doors of the bulls, and In 
the little groups were small girls anxi- 
ously guarding smaller sisters, und 
boys, some of them too hungry even to 
push their neighbors. Pale, pinched 
faces were tbe rule, but there was an 
air of expectancy on them all which 
told of the privations of the past and 
of the keen hope of tbe Immediate fu- 
ture. When once the doors were open- 
ed it was 'not long before every place 
at tbe tables was rilled, and then a 
Clamor of tongues rose, which was not 
stilled . until the shrill notes of Mr. 
John Kirk's whistle rose over all, giv- 
ing tbe signal for grace before meat. 
The dinner was brought In Immediate- 
ly afterwards, and then those who had 
volunteered to do the waiting had a 
busy time. Hot roast beef, and plenty 
of it, potatoes, plum pudding, and 
oranges and lemonade made up the bill 
of fare, and for a while there was 
silence, for tbe hungry guests were too 
busy with the good things put before 
them to talk. For tbe moment tbe 
hard times of the past were forgotten, 
when bread, if spread with a little but- 
ter, was a feast indeed, and meat an 
almost unheard-of luxury. Then child 
after child put down knife and fork 
with a sigh, sometimes of satisfaction 
and sometimes of regret that It was 
impossible to eat any more, it was 
clear to all that tbe workers of the 
Ragged School Union who had made 
all tbe arrangements bad unerringly 
selected some, at least, of tbe hungriest 
children of Clerkenwell, King's-cross, 
Somers Town, and Islington to be the 
guests of the young colonists, and these 
same guests did not forget, when the 
time came io cheer to the echo their 
entertainers across the seas. 

Children of Homeland 
This splendid method of linking the 
children of the new countries with 
those of the home land has been in 
practice, so far as South Australia Is 
concerned, for eleven years. Tbe Chil- 
dren's Sunbeam Society, of South Aus- 
tralia, was formed to be helpful to chil- 
dren, and also to teach them to be 
helpful to one another. In 1895, one of 
tbe 12,000 "Sunbeams" made the happy 
suggestion that in addition ,to the aid 
given to charities at home, a Christmas 
dinner should be provided for the lit- 
tle waffs and Stray's of London. This 
was acted upon promptly, and "Uncle 
Harry" and tbe members In connection 
with I he Adelaide Register. Observer, 
and Evening Journal, soon collected the 
necessary funds, and these feasts to 
the slum home little ones of tbe met- 
ropolis were begun. Tbe Imperial sen- 
timent attaching to the idea has re- 
ceived the recognition of English- 
speaking people the world over, and the 
Princess of Wales, Karl Roberts, him- 
self a "Sunbeam," Lord Northampton, 
and the late Sir H. M. Stanley, are 
among the more distinguished of those 
who have publicly approved it. 

Canada followed South Australia's 
good example last year, when the Col- 
umbian dinner, us it is called, bad, as 
companion festivals, two representing 
New Zealand and South Africa. 

At both of yesterday's diners, Mr. 
John Kirk, tbe secretary of the Ragged 
School Union, was the presiding genius 
and had messages from beyond the 
seas to read at Canning Town, as well 
as at the Northampton Institute. At 
the former, the Mayor of West Ham 
was In tbe chair, while at the latter 
the Hon. J. (?. Jenkins, Agent-General 
for South Australia, had tho place of 
honor on the platform. 

Mr. Jenkins, who was loudly cheered 
by the 1,000 youngsters he addressed, 
said that it was characteristic of the 
boys and girls of the British Empire 
to think for each other. Some of tbe 
boys and girls present would almost 
certainly In their after life go out to 
Australia or some other part of the 
Empire, and he would ask them to tc- 
member in their new homes those they 
had left behind In London, and to do 
their best to make the lives of the 
poor children brighter and happier. 

After the speeches, tbe cntertubi 
ment followed, and for a brief hour of 
sheer delight the youngsters watched 
wonderful scenes of many lands puss 
before them on the screen. Then the 
two thousand guests dispersed, carry- 
ing home with them a remembranhce 
of kindness and good cheer, which will 
be something to linger over In their 
minds while tho dark, hard days of 
winter drag themselves slowly away.

WRECK OF THE VALENCIA. 

Sad memories or the Clallam have 
been revived by the awful disaster to 
the Valencia, near Cape Beale, the 
details of which appear in this morn- 
' ing's Colonist. We have also repeat- 
ed, only on a scale of deeper tragedy, 
the fate of the Pass of Melfort and 
that of the King David. The loss of 
the Valencia and her freight of 
precious lives is perhaps only second 
to that of the Pacific, and It also re 
calls that of the fated Islander, both 
of which have left mournful memories 
in many homes In Victoria. It is 
.impossible here to more than empha- 
size the seriousness of the catastrophe 
i or to point any moral which It does 
' not in itself suggest. The wrecking 
of three ships on this coast, within 
as many months, calls attention again 
to the necessity of an earnest investl 
gatlon into the measures that may be 
taken to prevent or minimize similar 
disasters In the future. It must be 
ascertained to what extent the Im- 
provement of tlie coast lighting and 
the establishment of life-saving sta- 
tions may be instrumental In this 
direction. It may be that the latest 
wreck could not have been prevented. 
It is not possible to provide against 
every contingency, even with the most 
perfect facilities; but there exists the 
possibility that it could have been 
averted; it Is highly probable, too, 
that life and suffering would have been 
spared by the prompt efforts of a life- 
saving crew being near at hand. The 
first duty of the department of marine 
and fisheries is to make the necessary 
investigation speedy and thorough, 
and to provide for the requirements 
with as little delay as possible. 



American revolution, during which he 
for the most part resided in England 
and France as representative of the 
colonies and, afterwards, American 
government. An interesting fact of 
his life Is that tie was the fifteenth of 
a family of seventeen. Needless to 
say, his parents were poor, and that 
the problem of race suicide was not 
then, considered. , The familiar linea- 
ments of his countenance 'which are 
now being figured in ' the magazines 
suggest the character of the man, 
shrewd, penetrating, practical, almost 
sly, full of .humor and highly intelli- 
gent. As an Instance of his shrewd- 
ness and ability', he was one of the 
American commissioners who framed 
and signed the treaty of peace between 
Great Britain and the United States, 
during which he completely outwitted 
the British commissioners whose lega- 
cies were .subsequently the losses Great 
Britain sustained In the determination 
of the boundary Hue. We have rea- 
son, therefore, to remember him and 
regret as well as respect his niemorf. 



ANOTHER ANNIVERSARY. 

We publish in another column an 
appreciation of Benjamin Franklin, the 
200th anniversary of whose birth was 
celebrated on the 15th instant, entitled 
"A Time of Men," and Is written by 
Francis Baor, who prints very many 
good things In the Montreal Herald. 
Benjamin Franklin was one of the rare 
men of his time, a product of New 
England during a period that gave a 
number of individuals to fame. He 
will be best remembered as tho man 
who drew fire down from Heaven and 
thus demonstrated the identity of 
lightning with electricity, It was he 
v.hn suggested the familiar lightning 
rod of a generation ago as a means of 
warding off the former. How many 
schoolboys since his time has he not 
made wise by his story about paying 
"too dear for his whistle"; and liow 
many would have saved sorrow by 
following his advice? 

Franklin was a bom philosopher, 
a'ncl his writings contain some of the 
best specimens of the old-fashioned 
saws that unfortunately have gone too 
much out of vogue in the present day. 

Benjamin Franklin, it is unnecessary 
to say, was a printer, who served a 
portion of his apprenticeship in Eng- 
land, and who returned to America to 
give many years of his life to the 
public service and to the delectation 
of the American people in "Poor Rich- 
ard's Almanac," in which appeared 
the well known maxims (hat were 
afterwards published under the title 
"Ways to Wealth" and other publica- 
tions. He was journalist, literary 
man, scientist, philosopher; financier, 
inventor. and statesman. Unlike most 
men who have. varied qualifications 
and great versatility,, he was a sound 
business man and acquired consider- 
able wealth by the time he had 
reached middle age, n'nd retired with 
the philosopher's satisfaction of hav- 
ing enough. 

Franklin probably earned the great- 
est distinction as n statesman nnd 
diplomatist. He lived in a most stir- 
ring and fateful period of American 
and European history, and his abili- 
ties, experience and rare wisdom were 
utilized to the fullest extent by his 
country In the trying tlme^ imnie- 
lately precodinu and suecsedlns: the 



THE MAYOR'S MESSAGE. 

The readers of The Colonist would not 
have been surprised yesterday to read 
the message submitted by Mayor Mor- 
ley to the Council on Moudny evening. 
New lironms sweep clean and the Mayor 
being a man of many views, his broom 
is at work displaying an unusual ac- 
tivity. 

The programme submitted by liim to 
the aldermen for their consideration con- 
tains some very good suggestions, one or 
two impracticable ones, and on the 
whole, would have been better if it bad 
been more carefully thought out. It is 
distinctly and decidedly of the Morley 
type. However, in so fur as it appears 
to us to he in the right direction, we 
wish to give it all the support possible, 
anil where it does not appeal to the 
good sense of the aldermen it will go 
by the the hoard. 
I It has the merit of lieins an endeavor 
I to do something, ami Mr. Morley is in a 
I well-meaning frame of mind, We (Shall 
take the matters referred to in the order 
in which they are set down. 

So far as the Songhefes Indian Reserve 
is concerned, the Mayor will probably 
find tlmt there are difficulties to en- 
counter which do not appear on the sur- 
face, difficulties of the class which have 
always presented themselves. If Mr, 
Morley can succeed in overcoming them 
he will have accomplished a (,'ood deal 
and will be entitled to due credit. It is 
largely n matter of securing a (suitable 
site for the Indians to which to move, 
nnd above all, arranging the terms to 
their satisfaction. Undoubtedly the lat- 
ter Is the more serious task. We feel 
certain tlmt it the Mayor can arrange 
the preliminaries so far as the Indians 
are concerned, any proposition that lie 
may submit to the provincial government 
will have the most careful -attention. 

There are two suggestions in which the 
Mayor will have the cordial approval of 
many. One refers to the Quadra street 
cemetery, which has been an eyesore for 
some time, and a standing disregard for 
the memory of those who are interred 
there, and the other is the proposal for 
the appointment of honorary park com- 
missioners for the currying out of "an 
unbroken system of park and street im- 
provements." Both of these matters 
have been the subject of previous recom- 
mendations on the part of citizens, and 
any bona fide effort in the direction in- 
dicated will be welcomed. 

The most serious part of the pro- 
gramme for which His Worship is res- 
ponsible is the proposal to have a civic 
telephone system, and we trust that the 
aldermanic board as a whole will not lie 
insane enough to entertain it for a nip- 
ment. Experience in telephone systems 
in every city where double services have 
been introduced is to greatly increase 
the cost to individual users of the sys- 
tems, who are practically compelled to 
use both instead of one, without any de- 
crease in the rates. In addition to that, 
the city would have no outside connec- 
tions, so that those desiring to use the 
long distance phones would lie compelled 
to use the private system. The inaugur- 
ation of a civic telephone system would 
simply menu puttinc the ratepayers to 
a very large expense for the installation 
of a plant, with no benefits whatsoever, 
and the users would he compelled to 
pay for two services. If public tele- 
phones are to he considered at all, as in 
the public interests, they are a matter for 
cither the Dominion or Province to un- 
dertake, preferably the latter, as the op- 
erations of a telephone service are neces- 
sarily much more circumscribed than 
those of a telegraph system. ' 

Mayor Morley lias a rather ambition* 
waterworks programme. It is so compli- 
cated and diversified in its character 
as to really involve a great deal of time 
and labor to analyze and ascertain' what 
it means. He lias given the waterworks 
committee an enormous amount of work 
to tind out something which is contained 
in the export report already in the hands 
of the council. He proposes to expro- 
priate the whole of the Coldstream plant 
and water, hut how he is to proceed un- 
der the law is left .to the iinaginaKon. 
No doubt he proposes to pass a resolu- 
tion, nnd present it to the Coldstream 
waterworks company, anil if the com- 
pany is not awed into submission by it 
we really do not know what we may ex- 
pect. Then there is a proposition to the 
effect tliat tlio city should reimburse the 
residents of Victoria 'West for the am- 
ount they pay in excess of the regular 
city rate; nnd there is also a reference to 
the cost of pumping water to tho high 
levels of the city, hut whether it is in- 
tended that there should he a differen- 
tiated scale ns between those Who live 
high and those who live low it is not 
quite plain. We do not know how his 
proposition will appeal to the ratepayers 
in "the city generally. It certainly raises 
a now nnd unexpected issue, 



heinsr adopted agninst adulterated foods 
and drinks, the Colonist, it is unneces- 
sary to state, i« quite in accord with 
Mayor Morley; but we are not sure that 
it is strictly within the jurisdiction .of 
the municipality to regulate such mat- 
ters. The department of inland revenue 
assumes to enforce certain statutory en- 
actments passed by tha Dominion gov- 
ernment; and of hite the departmental 
officials-hare been tinusunllj - 'active in 
that respect. Where adulteration affec'td 
the public health the provincial authori- 
ties can take action; hut if tho munici- 
pality also enters the lists as defenders 
of the public weal we shall he well pro- 
tected, indeed, that is to say, if the sev- 
eral authorities do not lock horns. 

Mr. Morley also proposes to revive t lie 
old office of stage censor so as to"pre- 
vent "the use of immoral or immorally 
suggestive acts or speecli in places of 
public amusement." Without being dog- 
matic on the question, we believe that 
the .power of regulating places of amuse- 
ment in this way already exists, and 
tho police have only to he instructed to 
carry out the law as it stands. However, 
a little supererogatory effort of this kind 
would do no harm. Immoral plays or 
immoral suggestion on the stage should 
be dealt with with a firm hand and any- 
thing looking in tlmt direction would 
he well supported. 

The Mayor makes a practical sug- 
gestion, and one well within hi:; rights, 
when he refers to treatment of garbage, 
and the "dumping" of debris of nil kinds 
within the city limits. 

Altogether, it will be generally con- 
ceded that the Mayor's message is a re- 
markable production in ninny ways. 
Had His Worship been weil-ndvised, he 
would have eliminated subjects about 
which he was not sure of his grounds, 
and had no clearly defined plan of action 
in his mind, and devoted himself to a 
careful review of legislation and admin- 
istration that required consideration.

MUST THE ELK G07 

Every . season sees the remnant, of 
the old-time herds of wapiti nearer 
extinction than the previous one. 
Forty-five years ago. the old-timers 
tell us, there were large herds to be 
seen at Comox and In many other 
parts of the Inland, but today they are 
so scarce that Professor Hornaday, 
when compiling his new natural his- 
tory, spoke of them as being extinct 
here. Evidently he knew that at the 
present rate of diminution It would be 
only a very few years before his state- 
ment would be true, even If it were 
not already so. The question Is: 
What Is to be done about it? As* we 
to allow these magnificent animals to 
be killed off like the buffalo before 
them, animals that Nature has taken 
eons of time to perfect, just to satisfy 
the lust for slaughter? It is common 
knowledge that many of the people 
who call themselves sportsmen kill 
anything they see when once they get 
away from civilization. The sex is 
never taken into consideration. In 
the Comox district last year a numUer 
of does were known to have been shot, 
but it is Impossible to obtain a con- 
viction, even If those who know would 
prosecute. The present law seems to 
be quite inoperative In dealing with 
these Inhabitants of the wilds. 

Elk were long ago extinct on the 
Mainland of British Columbia. Al- 
though their antlers have been found 
at various places, so far as we know, 
they have never been hunted by white 
men since settlement began. Whether 
they were killed off by the Indians or 
by an exceedingly severe winter of 
which there Is a tradition, is not defi- 
nitely known. It is quite certain, 
however, that they will soon be ex- 
tinct on the Island as well, unless 
steps are taken to protect them ngalnst 
indiscriminate slaughter. And 
brings us back to a proposal that has 
been made more than once In the 
columns of the Colontat, and that Is to 
establish a game preserve In the in- 
terior somewhere, where the existing 
animals would be permitted to breed 
and to remain immune from the at- 
tacks of either white men or Indians.

FOREIGNERS IN CHINA. 



Foreigners, says Engineering, can reside 
In China for trade nnd general purposes 
only In the open treaty ports. There seems 
to be a hazy Idea that these limitations 
are no longer in force, and that they can 
he avoided. As a mutter of fact, It Is 
doubtful If there has been a time since 
the troubles of litOO when these rules as 
to trade and residence were so carefully 
and persistently enforced. There has been, 
a gradual lengthening of the list of open 
ports, and the right of entrance and trade 
has slowly been extended In this manner, 
lint the government at I'cklu, and especial- 
ly the loenl governments of the provinces 
and prefectures, still enforce exclusion 
where possible. One of the eulef reasons 
why tills Is the case has to do with tlie re- 
lation of the open port system to the In- 
land, or llkln, tax system of the empire — a 
system thnt should be thoroughly under- 
stood by all men doing business with or In 
i. ulna. Some of the largest and most Im- 
portant cities of the empire are not free 
to foreigners at a-. I'ekin, the capita] of 
tlie empire, Is a closed port. For Instance, 
In this district also the two largest cities 
— Chancli ew nnd Chinchou— cities of three- 
quarters of a million people each— arc 
closed to foreign trade, and foreign goods 
can be entered only In the open ports by 
the payment of the imperial maritime cus- 
toms duties of about 5 per cent, ad valor- 
em. It need not be expected that these 
regulations will be radically modified for 
some time, though from time to time In 
the Immediate future it may reasonably be 
expeeted that there will be more ports 
Opened up to trade, just as there have been 
In the Immediate past. The opening of 
ports, however, Is so intimately connected 
with the customs tariff and taxation sys- 
tems of China that until there Is n com- 
plete change In the methods of taxation 
there cannot be, and will not be, any com- 
plete change In the matter of exclusion 
from ports other than those announced ns 
opened to foreign trade. While China Is 
not a free trade country, the tarlfT charged 
upon Imports In the empire Is small 
enough to have comparatively little In- 
liuence upon trade where the taxation 
this] stops at a seaport tariff. The empire pre- 
sents conditions In this line which are bard 
to duplicate In any other country. Speak- 
ing generally, a duty of fi per cent, ad 
valorem Is charged upon all Imports, Sonic 
special articles, like opium and similar 
products, pay a higher tax. Taxation, 
however, does not stop here. This tax 
merely admits the goods to an open port. 
If tncy are shipped Jnland, additional 
taxes are charged, mostly under native 
control, and generally termed "llkln." For- 
eign trade Is affected directly by this llkln 
system.

MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP. 

T he N e ws-A d v e rtlset*. 

In Thursday's Issue we reprinted an arti- 
cle from tin? 'Seattle Times which Is of In- 
terest at a time when a number of people 
in Vancouver are advocating the adoption 
of municipal ownership of the various 
utilities, such as electric lighting, street 
car service, gas and other things. The peo- 
ple of Seattle at, one time apparently suf- 
fered from the delusion that the city could 
carry on an electric lighting service with 
more advantage to the Interests of tbe pub- 
lic than was obtained by tls being perform: 
ed by private companies. Civic deben- 
tures were issued to provide the money 
that would be required to construct and 
put lu operation a lighting system. The 
money estimated to l»3 sufficient was 
raised and the system constructed. The 
result has been very disappointing. The 
revenue fell far short of the expenditure 
■for the operation of the plant, leaving the 
Item of the Interest on the capital ex- 
penditure out of the question. A situation 
which would have placed a private com- 
pany la bankruptcy, was. only changed In 
this case of a municipal corporation by 
drawing on the civic treasury — that is by 
compelling the taxpayers to make good the 
deficit out of their 'own pockets. 

Now the civic officials admit that the 
only way In which the municipal plant can 
be made satisfactory ns regards financial 
results, Is to borrow an additional sum, 
larger than the amount originally esti- 
mated to be ample to build and equip a 
plnnt that would be likely to be self-sup- 
porting. This means, of course, a large 
addition to the annual fixed charges, and 
the civic officials seem to be reluctant to 
say that even then tlie enterprise would 
be financially successful;

It: is' understoml that- the reason it lias 
been decided to dispose! of tho property 
is that the government does not. care to 
engage in direct competition in tho 
business of the community. The ar- 
rangement of the building since enn- 
sl-ijuction is, modern and is . splendidly 
suited for stores and offices.

Relation of Two Keynote of Ad- 
dresses Delivered at For- 
estry Convention. 



A Practical Policy Advocated in 
Resolutions— Preserva- 
tion From Fire, 



An Ottawa special to the Toronto 
■Mail and Empire says: The Dominion 
Forestry Convention, which has licon in 
session for the past three days, closed 
this, afternoon, with the adoption of cer- 
tain resolutions which had lieen carefully 
'drafted by a representative committee, 
.specially appointed for the purpose. It 
may safely he said that the convention 
has been a great -success from start to 
finish. Not only lias the attendance 
'been large, but it has been thoroughly 
representative of every portion of the 
(Dominion, and additional interest lias 
characterized the proceedings by the 
presence of eminent gentlemen from the 
United States who are experts in fores- 
try. The resolutions adopted by the con- 
vention ate as follows: 

•"Besolved, that the time is now ripe 
for a general forest policy for Canada, 
and that the Federal Government he 
asked to inaugurate the same, 

"Itesolved, that, especially in view of 
the proposed construction of a new 
transcontinental railway and the pro- 
jection of other lines passing largely 
through coniferous forests, the atten- 
tion of the governments of the Domin- 
ion and the provinces, and also of the 
railway companies, he called to the 
serious danger of the loss of valuable 
timber consequent upon the construc- 
tion and operation of lines so located, 
if all possible precautions to prevent 
the starting of lire are not taken: that 
it be urged the question be given full 
and careful consideration. That to 
the end sought the railway companies 
constructing such roads should be re- 
quired to furnish an efficient equip- 
ment ami control to prevent tires. That 
at such seasons that may he necessary 
it lie required that an effective patrol 
be established :ihmg the afforested line 
of railway, whether under construction 
or in actual operation. 

"And, further, that the officers, both 
of the government and the railways, 
(1)0 required to use all possible diligence 
to prevent the starting or spread of (ires 
through defective equipment or through 
the carelessness of the operations or 
negligence of the employees under their 
control. 

Better Fire Protection 

"Itesolved, that, in view of the great 
saving of timber throughout the Do- 
iminion which lias been accomplished 
iby the lire-ranging staffs organized 
under Dominion and provincial au- 
thorities, this convention desires to 
■place on record its, approval of the 
establishment of a tire-ranging system 
as a means for the protection of the for- 
ests, and to urge that this system he 
extended to all forested districts, and 
that in view of the great interests to he 
protected, the service under such a sys- 
tem should be. made as complete and ef- 
fective an. possible, In this connection 
this convention desires to call public at- 
tention to the small expenditure made 
for the 'protect Ion of the timber resour- 
ces of the country in proportion to 
jtheir value when compared with rates 
of insurance paid on other public prop- 
erty. 

"Resolved, that: in view of the many 
important respects in which the water 



supply affects the industry of the coun- 
try, in particular, agriculture, irrigation, 
ami manufacturing, and the increasing 
value of the water-powers owing to the 
adoption of electricity for industrial pur- 
■ poses, tjiis convention would urge that 
special means should be taken for the 
preservation of the forests on water- 
sheds so as to conserve throughout the 
i year the equable and constant How of 
the streams dependent thereon. 

Essential to Irrigation 

"That, in view of the large expendi- 
ture made on irrigation works n 
Southern Alberta and the intimate re- 
lation of the How of irrigation streams 
to the foresls of the eastern watershed 
of the iRocky Mountains, this con- 
vention would- specially urge upon tlf! 
Covernmfent of the Dominion the neces- 
sity for the protection of the forests on 
this watershed. 

"Whereas, in the older settled dis- 
tricts of Canada conditions are now 
such that great benefits would be de- 
rived by the country as a whole from 
some systematic movement to re- 
forest large tracts of land which at 
present are lying waste in the agricul- 
tural district; and 

"Whereas, fanners as a rule have 
no expert knowledge as to the culti- 
vation of trees and find it almost im- 
possible to obtain nursery stuck nil 
forest trees at: reasonable prices, and 
of good qualiny for planting purposes; 
and 

"Whereas, the farmers of the coun- 
try are, if properly informed, the right 
class of people to undertake tree-plant- 
ing in the agricultural districts; and 

"Whereas, the scheme at present in 
operation in the west, carried cm under 
the Dominion Government, which pro- 
vides for the tree distribution of for- 
est tree seedlings and instruction as 
to their cultivation, lias given satis- 
factory results: this convention would 
urge the governments, both Federal 
and provincial, to take steps to en- 
courage as far its possible, both by in- 
struction and by giving facilities for 
afforestation, a more general interest 
in tree-planting, especially on such 
lands as are at present unfit for ordi- 
nary agricultural purposes, and we 
-would further urge the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to make, if possible, further 
efforts in this direction in the prairie 
regions whore the results from tree- 
planting arc hound to he of inestimable 
value to the whole country. 

Advance Exploration 
"Resolved, that this convention would 
urge the importance of the exploration 
of the public domain, in advance, of set- 
tlement, with the object of determining 
the character of the lands, so that set- 
tlement-snay he directed to those dis- 
tricts suitable far agriculture, and which 
give promise of the possibility of the 
establishing of permanent and prosper- 
ous homes for the settlers, and that 
the lands unsuited should be withdrawn 
from settlement, and permanently reser- 
ved for the production of timber"; 

"That this convention approves of 
the policy of forest reserves- adopted 
by the Dominion and provincial auth- 
orities, and favors the extension of 
such reserves as may be found prac- 
ticable from time to time, so as t,i 
eventually embrace all lands suited 
only for the production of timber; that 
in. the administration of such reserves 
this convention would approve of the 
policy of having the cutting done under 
the supervision of properly qualified 
officers, and that in such operations due 
provisions should he made to ensure 
the reproduction of the fores;; 

"Whereas, it has been the common 
method in lumbering over a large por- 
tion of the timber area of Canada to 1 
tell trees by the use of the axe, and. ! 
■whereas, it has been round that trees 
sawn close to the ground can be felled 
more cheaply than those cut down ' 
with the axe, resulting in the gain of 
from six to ten per cent, in the sale of 
the logs, and diminishing the risk of j 
lire caused by chips in felling, and. ; 
whereas, the felling of logs after the 
season of snow has resulted in a large

loss to Hie forests of Canada, there- 
fore, resolved, that this convention 
recommend to those who are in: control 
of lands of Canada, the advisability of 
making such regulations as . will carry 
out the principles of this resolution. 

"Kesolved, that this convention is of 
opinion that the retention of areas un- 
der wood and the replanting of areas 
unsuited for agriculture would he pro- 
vided, if some action in the direction of 
relieving the same from taxation 
could he put into effect by the local 
government and the municipalities. 

•"Itesolved, that the government he, 
and . is hereby requested to place the 
seeds imported for afforestratlon pur- 
poses on the free list. 

When the morning session opened 
Sir Wilfred Laurier was again in the 
chair, with his Excellency Karl Grey- 
on his right hand. 

Mr. Joseph Hobson, chief engineer of 
the Grand Trunk Railway, offered the 
opinion that the time is coming when 
railway ties will have to be given an 
antiseptic treatment to give longer life. 
This would allow also the use of sev- 
eral inferior classes of timber for 
ties. lie considered that cedar was 
the best wood of all for this purpose; 
anil calls for no open preservative 
treatment. In England railway tics 
are treated with creosote, at a cost of 
25 to 80 cents per inch, which prolongs 
their life lo 10 years. The importance 
of the lumber question, to Hie railways 
can he appreciated from the fact that 
in the Grand Trunk bought 2*102,- 

(15;! new ties, and 110,340,000 feet of 
other timber. Mr. Hobson declared in 
conclusion that the best means of guard- 
ing against a tie famine will be found 
in the thorough antiseptic treatment of 
wooden ties. There lire also fairly good 
reasons for believing that steel ties un- 
der certain conditions can be used to 
advantage. 

Railways' Needs 

Mr. L. O. Armstrong, in the absence 
of Mr. Tye, the C.P.R. chief engineer, 
read a paper in which he seconded Mr, 
Hobson s opinion that the treatment of 
all ties would he necessary in the uol 
very distant future. 

The following figures were given us 
the CP.R.'s requirement!) for the whole 
system In the matter of ties and posts; 
5,000,000 track ties, 40,000,000 feet 
board measure switch ties, 3,250,000 
hoard measure; piling and cribbing,. 
420,000 board measure; 80,000 telegraph 
poles, cedar; 250,000 fence posts, cedar. 
Ot switch ties, 75 per cent, used east of 
Fort William were of white oak. pro- 
cured from the United States; the bal- 
ance was tamarac and hemlock. West 
of Fort William the timber used was 
tamarac and Br. Besides this mater- 
ial, 25,000,000 feet of British Columbia 
fir alone woro used, altogether about 
75,000,000 feet board measure of red and 
white pine and spruce for building of 
cars, tanks, stations, bridges, etc. 
Pulp and Paper 

"The Pulp Industry of Canada" was 
the subject of a paper by Mr. K. 11. 
Biggar, editor of The Pulp and Paper 
Magazine. The first part of the paper 
briefly reviewed the history of pulp 
and paper manufacturing, which had 
its Inception at St. Andrew's in Quebec, 
in ISO,'!. The first paper mill in Upper 
Canada was erected at Ancaster, in 
RS20. In 1SSS there were 34 pulp mills 
with a total capacity of lot tons every 
twenty-four hours. Last year the num- 
ber had grown to 50 mills, with a 
capacity of 2,470 tons. They were in 
1S8S, 41) paper mills with a capacity of 
17."> tons per- twenty-four hours, hast 
year the number of mills was ,'iS, and 
daily capacity 854 tons. It would there- 
fore, be seen that the capacity of the 
Canadian pulp mills hail more than 
doubled, and the capacity of the paper 
mills increased still more the last six- 
years. There are now in course of con- 
struction six palp mills with a capacity 
of 030 tons, and eight paper mills with 
a total daily capacity of 375 tons. These 
mills manufacture all grades of wood 
pulp, and most varieties of paper. They 
not only supply the bulk of the home 
market on certain lines, but of recent 
years have developed an export trade. 
Immense Resources 

Canada has the greatest array in the 
world of forest suitable for the manu- 
facture of pulp, her spruce lands alone 
being estimated at 150,000,000 acres. 
The wholesale destruction of pulp tim- 
ber has already brought some of the 
States face to face with a wood famine. 
Being no. longer able to obtain cheap 
supplies at home, these manufacturers 
have turned to Canada, and have ac- 
quired limits ranging in area from fifty 
square miles to ^,SII(» square miles, 
chiefly in Quebec, New Brunswick, and 
Nova Scotia. If the cords of wood ex- 
ported to the United States were manu- 
factured in Canada into pulp and paper 
in proportions required, say, for news 
print, it would mean an investment ot 
about .$21,700,0001 for plant, and would 
employ directly (i,-lil<> men. with a total 
wage 'bill of over $3,000,000. As it is 
now the United States manufacturers 
have a protective tariff and railway 
rales in their CuVor. They are able lo 
gel the raw material in Canada, retain 
their own home market, and compete 
with our manufacturers in foreign mar- 
kets. 

Mr. ,T. Kerr Osborne referred lo the 
extenl to which ste.I has superseded 
wood as a structural material, and 
remarked thai Ibis was a most fortun- 
ate thing, as otherwise the" drain on toe 
world's wood supply would be far more 
acute tliail it HOW is. Mr. Osborne ad- 
vised the planting of more valuable va- 
rieties of limber, which are gradually 
becoming cxtincl in Canada, and the pro- 
tcctiou of slainliiiu- timber. 

Quebec Minister's Views' 

Hon. .lean I'rcvost, minister of Col- 
onization for Quebec, then gave an 
address, declaring thnt though the for- 
ests are under the control of thc J pro- 
vincial Government, it was within the 
constitutional power of the Federal Gov- 
ernment to provide n general scheme' of 
forest protection. The deforestation 
in Quebec was due to the British North 
America Act, for the province had 
been obliged to explore tin- 1 forest, eke 
out its revenue. Quebec had greater re- 
serves than was generally known, and 
the government would increase theni ev- 
ery year. The new policy was to place 
settlers on the clay belt and reserve 
the natural forest hinds. He urged' the 
cslablishinenl of forestry schools lo re- 
ceive both federal and provincial aid. 

.Mr. .1. C. Mai-Kay, of Toronto, road 
a iiaper on "The Newspaper L'ublish- 
ors' Interest in [forestry,;' wherein was 
advanced an argument in favor or an ex- 
port duly of one dollar per cord on pulp- 
wood. 

In the afternoon -Mgr. .1. X. K. 
Liaflnmiuc, of Laval, gave an address 
on "Forestry Uducation." 

Canadian Forest Policy 

Mr. Judsoii l'\ Clark, forester Car 
the. Province of Ontario, outlined "A 
Canadian Forest Policy." He descriii d 
forestry as a business proposition lo bus- 
iness men, and especially to statesmen, 
Hi' also laid it down thai the state is 
the best, if not the only good forester. 
After reiterating (he three paramou.it 
reasons for a forestry policy— the s.-.-nr- 
iiig of the permanence of lumbering in- 
dustries, the conservation of steam How 
and water-powers, and the public reven- 
ue lo be gained— ho declared that a wood 
famine is in sight. 

First, in his policy, Mr. (.'lark placet! 
protection, especially protection from 
lire. Further progress is needed along 
three lines, namely: Improved tire 
laws; more efficient administration ot 
tlie lire laws, and the disposal of de- 



bris , incident to lumbering operation,-?. 
Ontario Law Most Efficient 

Nova .Scotia has at present the best 
fire law, tTiough it in some respects is 
surpassed <hy that of New Brunswick, 
and Ontario t ho* most efficient admin- 
istration. • 

On the disposal of debris Mr. Clark 
said that it had been proved than on 
pine lauds brush can be burned for from 
12 to 2."» cents per thousand of the tim- 
ber cut, A sLmilar__test regarding 
spruce lands is an urgent duty. "It will 
pay any province vastly better to take 
10 or 15 cents less per cord for its pulp- 
wood and secure the safety and the ad- 
vantage ti> reproduction which goes 
witii the burn lug of the debris than to 
secure the utmost cash return and leave 
the areas put over for pulpwood in the 
deplorable nnd menacing condition which 
is today characteristic of Canadian 
pulpwood slashings." The 'State, not 
the lumbermen should bear the expense. 

Next come the taxation of privately 
owned forest lands: This should he ar- 
ranged so as to restrain deforestation. 

Exploration nud classification of pub- 
lic lauds is necessary. 

Judicious Lumbering 

Mr. Clark further advocated muni- 
cipal forest reserves. 

The central feature of Mr. Clark's 

The provinces should undertake a sys- 
tem of practical and distinctively Can- 
adian forest nianagenieiit, aiming at the 
perpetration and improvement of the 
forest by judicious. lumbering. 

The province should undertake a sys- 
tematic stock-taking of their timber re- 
Timber should be sold under condi- 
tions making it the lumberman's in- 
terest to conserve the forest. 

Trained foresters are needed, and a 
school of forestry. 

Knowledge of improved methods of 
wood hi nil management should oe 
spread among private owners. 

Great Educational Influence 

Mr. It. 10. Walker, of Toronto, spoke 
brielly on the advantages of the con- 
vention. It would have a great inll'i- 
enec, he was sure, educationally, in 
Canada. He could not anticipate the 
report of the Ontario commission on the. 
work of the Toronto University, but lie 
felt quite sure tlie commission would 
recommend the establishment of a Chair 
of Forestry. (Cheers) Moreover, he 
hoped to see in connection with Toronto 
University the establishment of a fac- 
ulty of forestry by itself. He spoke in 
support of the proposal to set apart for- 
est reservations, incidentally mention- 
ing that in his judgment the Federal 
Government should expend annually on 
the geological survey four times more 
than it now does. By forethought, by 
prompt action on the part of the Fed- 
eral and provincial authorities in car- 
rying out the valuable suggestions suii- 
mittetl to the convention, he believed 
there would he such a conservation and 
perpetuation of the forests of Canada 
to meet the limber requirements of the 
Canadian people for all time. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. Aliston Carey, of the state of 
Maine, read a paper on "Instruction in 
Lumbering," reciting his own exper- 
iences nnd conclusions in this respect; 

Dr. Fletcher, of the Experimental 
Farm, engaged the attention of the con- 
vention for a few moments with an ex- 
hibit of wood from the grounds of S'r 
Henri Joly de Lotbiiiiere, illustrating the 
growth of tropical trees from Australia 
when planted in the soil of British Co- 
lumbia. 

McGill Will Assist 

Prof. Peulmllow, of McGill Univer- 
sity, gave the assurance that the Univer- 
sity is deeply interested in the fores- 
try question, and would second in any 
way -possible any effort on the part of 
the government, to change present con- 
ditions. In the joint interest of Karl 
Crey, Sir Wilfrid Laurier. and Mr. It. 
L. Borden lie saw a happy augury for 
the future: 
_ Professor Montgomery, of Trinity 
University, Toronto, expressed a desire 
to see more attention devoted to ti/i- 
ture sludy in the schools. A great deal 
could be accomplished by interesting the 
children in the schools and their parents. 

Rev. Thos. Boyle Hunter, of New 
Brunswick, also spoke brielly. Mr. 
Stewart in submitting the resolutions, 
expressed the acknowledgments of the 
forestry branch to the Hudson's Bay 
Co. for posting up fire notices in the 
districts of the far North. Mr. Gregory, 
of St. John, for the delegates from the 
Boards of Trade, submitted a resolu- 
tion passed by them, heartily approving 
the interest shown by the convention, 
and pledging co-operation. 

Mr. Joly de Lotbiiiiere moved a hear- 
ty vote of thanks to the governor-gener- 
al for his interest in the proceedings 
of the convention. In return his excel- 
lency bowed his acknowledgments. 

Sir Wilfrid, in reply lo a vote of 
thanks, said, while the convention was 
at .-in end, their work was only just be- 
ginning. Let each delegate go home 
determined to give practical effect to 
what he had heard by being a mission- 
ary in the work of forestry. (Cheers. I 

The proceedings closed with tlie sing 
ing of the National Anthem,

SHIPMASTER'S TROUBLES. 

What Happened to Captain Robbinsfor 
Going to Port Angeles With His Ship. 

Capt. E3, 10. Bobbins, master of the 
British chip Glenelvan, was obliged to 
attend trial on (he charge of not exer- 
cising due diligence to prevent the 
eseuiie from his ship on Sunday evc.i- 
Ing last of two Japanese stowaways, 
one of whom is now known to be 
drowned, and the other believed to 
have met tlie same fate In the attempt 
to .reach shore by swimming from the 
ship's side. The warrant for Capt. Rob- 
bins' arrest was sworn out by Immi- 
gration Inspector Nicholson, who was 
the i prosecuting witness, and who was 
assisted by Inspectar,;liavin and Deputy 
United States Marshal Brltmttn, of Se- 
attle. 

Witnesses for the defence from 
among the crew of the Glenelvan were 
examined, and upon the hearing of the 
testimony the case was dismissed. Cap- 
tain Robblns was much incensed by 
what he termed the offlolousness of the 
Immigration officials, and declares that 
when the Japanese were obliged to risk 
their lives In swimming a half mile to 
shore In mid-winter he was certainly 
exercising diligence.

The possibilities of an enormous ex- 
pansion of the fruit growing business of 
British Columbia with better grading 
and packing is forcibly brought out in 
the following excerpts from the evidence 
of A. McNeill, 'chief of the Fruit 
division, Department of Agriculture, be- 
fore .the Standing Committee of the 
House of Commons' on Agriculture and 
Colonization) , 

"Mr. McNeill's evidence should be 
carefully studied by fruit growers, as 
there; is much practical advice given 
that should he taken to heart," said J. 
It. Anderson, Deputy Minister of Agri- 
culture, yesterday. "It is satisfying to 
note the credit given by Mr. McNeill 
to our orehardists, especially with refer- 
ence to the culture, varieties, packa 
and grilling, In which, he emphasizes the 
fact that we are ahead of our Eastern 
Canadian competitors. With the plant- 
ing of more orchards the question of 
car-load shipments will he solved and 
ouj- trade, especially in the Northwest 
prairie province vastly increased." 

"I drew attention a few moments ago 
to the fact that Bastern Canadians nr< 
somewhat, behind the people of Britisl 
Columbia in fruit growing. They are 
behind them with reference to methods 
of culture, varieties, packages and grad- 
ing. The average conditions are better 
in Eastern Canada." 

By Mr. Wilson (Lennoxh Q. "The 
qualities of both classes are about the 
same'.'" A. "Yes. Do not mistake me. 
The best fruit farm I have seen in 
Canada is in Ontario. I am speaking 
of the averages, and the average fruit- 
grower, of Eastern Canada has much to 
learn from the people of the west, and 
while the people of British Columbia 
are most excellent in their methods, yet 
the people of the Northwest complain 
that often they are behind tlie people 
of Washington and Oregon in the mat- 
ter of grading. They can go to Hood 
•River and get solid carload lots, all of 
one variety. 'That is -one of the things 
that assists the American trade." 

By Mr. Wright, (Renfrew): Q. "Is 
that not because the Americans go into 
it in a wholesale way?" A ."Yes. And 
just as soon lis we can get carload lots 
the better our trade will be. I would 
also like to draw your attention to this 
fact: that in a neighborhood it is much 
better for the farmers to confine them- 
selves to one or two varieties than to 
grow half a dozen: Then buyers would 
he able to get carload lots, the product, 
it may he, of several different growers. 
When there is cooperation among the 
farmers they can get. wholesale methods 
much sooner than by working independ- 
ently. In Hood River, this has been ob- 
tained by individual shippers, who as 
business speculation* take up fruit grow- 
ing and shipuing and do it without co- 
operation. Rut we can obtain the same 
results much more easily with coopera- 
tion. 

How Best to Pack Apples in Box.es. 

"Referring to the details of the meth- 
ods, used in packing a box of apples, per- 
mit me to say that few. eastern growers 
appreciate the value of the devices used 
in the west. To impress this, tlie Min- 
ister of Agriculture has secured the ser- 
vices of a skilled packer with experience 
in California. Oregon and Washington 
territory, and later at the Aberdeen 
ranch at Vernon. B. C. These skilled 
men claim that there are at least sixty 
devices of different combinations of the 
position of the fruit that can be used to 
till a box with any size of apple, so as 
to require no filling of paper, shavings, 
or excelsior to make a tight package. 
The methods he will illustrate enable 
the people of Oregon to get $2 and 
$2.50 a box for their Newton pippins. 
They are gelling this large price, not 
because the fruit is at all better than 
ninny of the varieties that we have, 
hut because they are graded and packed 
according to better methods. Box pack- 
ing though it requires more skill than to 
pack a barrell, is not expensive. An 
average day's work at Hood Kivcr is 
about (it) boxes a day for a girl, who 
wraps each apple or pear with paper and 
places it properly in the box." 

By the lion. Mr. Fisher: "Are the 
fruits each rolled V" A . "Yes. They 
make a practice thereof wrapping much 
of their fruit. No two sizes of these are 
packed exactly alike. By a particular- 
ly ingenious device the apples are so 
arranged that the boxes can be com- 
pletely tilled. This will require consid- 
erable skill, but it. is not beyond the pos- 
sibility of practical work in Ontario, 
aud i believe (hat the work which the 
minister has taken up here in introducing 
that style of packing in this country, 
will lead to splendid results. If we 
appreciate the fact that our apples and 
pears can be packed in packages to look 
as well and taste better than Califor- 
nia fruit, we will admit the possibility 
of an enormous expansion in fruit grow- 
ing." 

By Mr. Cochrane Q. ("Suppose 
that I undertook to adopt that, lo have 
those boxes ami a skilled packer and 
have it all packed properly and have no 
cold storage or no place to put them in. 
until I can have them shipped to Brit- 
ain, what would become of my fruit V" 

A. "You would be working at a 
disadvantage. 1 certainly strongly rec- 
ommend that" pears, particularly, should 
be cooled before they are packed or 
leave the farm. Of course, for (he later 
apples and pears, this treatment will not 
be required." 

0. "Is il not a fad that only the 
earlier varieties pay a fanner to handle 
theui in thai way?" 

A. "The earlier varieties of apples 
and pears require artificial cold storage." 

My Mr. Derbyshire: i). "Would it 
not pay. to handle all kinds of fruit in 
cold storage" 

A. "h'or special purposes and parti- 
cularly in southern Ontario il. might." 

By Mr. Armstrong: O. "I have a 
proposition from a very prominent New 
York man, well connected, with refer- 
ence to the establishment of cold stor- 
age and cold storage plants in different 
parts of the province, and in the eastern 
parts of the province especially, and 
with — proper transportation in ears and 
cold storage across the water, including 
cold shot-age in the cities in England, It 
is a very large undertaking, but if it 
was properly developed here, and the 
fruit carried in the cars in u proper con- 
dition and taken lo Europe and distrib- 
uted there in a proper manner, would it 
not mean millions of dollars to the far- 
mers of this country V" 

A. " Undoubtedly it would help, but 
you must remember that it is only one 
element of a complicated problem. I 
think that cold storage needs to be de- 
veloped.' 1 



IMPORTANT JUDGMENT. 

Mechanics' Liens Have Preferenco 
Over Judgment Debtors. I 

Nelson, Tan. 20. — A ruling was given 
by Judge Fprin of the West Kootenay 
conuty court establishing a precedent 
for mechanics' liens. The case was that 
of the Jackson mines of Kaslo, George 
Alexander, manager, against which were 
taken out judgments by several credit- 
ors, moiiev owing ore shipped by the 
mines to the Hall Mines smelter being 
garnisheeii. The ore was extracted by 
contractor B. Cortiana whose labor has 
not been paid and whose men have taken 
out mechanics' liens. S. S.uTaylor for 
the men argued that the mechanics liens 
should have preference in the smelter 
niouev. even if it left none for the judg- 
ment creditors. Some of tlie ore extract- 
ed has nut as yet been sent to the 
smelter, .fudge Foriu ruled in S. S. 
Taylor's favor.

eaeli township. 

A One-sided Exchange. 
The company has been actively at 
work acquiring and disposing of land, 
and it is now said tliut the deal which 
has gone through is in the nature of 
an exchange. Tlie company hands over 
to the Dominion these "forest," i.e., 
sage brush, lands hi its possession, and 
secures in exchange ix valuable tract 
of land south of Battleford, worth at 
least $S an acre. All of which serves 
to show that there are nig things go- 
ing for friends of the government if 
one only knows how to play tlie gajme. 
And the favored few individuals who 
have been successful in putting the 
deal through stand to clean up live or 
six million dollars, and the country's 
exchequer is despoiled to that extent. 

LARGE YIELD OF FALL WHEAT. 

Alberta Crop Reported to Be in Splen- 
did Condition. 

The condition of the fall wheat of 
Alberta today is declared to be Al. The 
acreage is largely increased as com- 
pared with 1D05, and the progress of 
tlie plant is good in every Instance. 
From Lethbridge the report asserts 
that tlie fall wheat acreage is heavy, 
and as a' result of the recent snows is 
in a very favorable condition. From 
Nanton the reports are that the fall 
wheat Is a very fair average. High 
River Is not quite so optimistic, the re- 
port saying that tlie wheat has not se- 
cured a good start yet, except that on 
the summer fallow, which is most Mat- 
tering. It is six inches high on sum- 
mer fallow and quite vigorous. That 
put in after September 15. however. Is 
not so good, but a favorable spring will 
result in a large crop. 

Macleod reports a splendid condition 
and prospects of a fine yield. At 
Claresholrrip one of the best "Alberta 
red" districts in the West, the con- 
ditions are most, satisfactory, the 
plant is strong and making excellent 
progress. At Plncher Creek e very- 
tiling is reported progressing, with a 
largely increased acreage and pros- 
pects of a huge yield. Two feet of 
snow fell in that district in December 
and much of It remains as a warm wet 
cover for the growing grain.

SMOKE-EXCLUDING HELMETS. 

Tlie principle of the metal and leather 
smoke-helmets fed by .bellows, used by 
continintal firemen is illustrated and de- 
scribed by Engineering. Tlie "Stude" 
helmet of old, dating from 1800, is de- 
ficribed as a very practicable appliance, 
and the strong "casque," or helmet, of 
copper adds to the feeling of security to 
the user, who generally has to grope his 
way through somewhat: dark passages or 
cellars, and has to put up with a con- 
stant series of knocks. The leather 
helmet is drawn over the fireman's ord- 
inary helmet. The tire-suit lias been 
found to be useful under certain circuui- 
stances, particularly in fires of highly 
combustible material, giving out intense 
radiant heat. The appliance, as illus- 
trated and described in Engineering, 
comprises a double layer of waterproof 
material, the intervening space or which 
is filled with a slight layer of water, Ihe 
whole being kept thoroughly moistened 
by a spray over the helmet. For open 
work in high temperatures it is extreme- 
ly useful. The appliance dates from 
issi. In many ways it resembles .1 
diver's suit, excepting tliat the helmet 
I is of basket- "work instead of copper; but 
lit similarly equip-' ' with a windew- 
j face. 1 ae air is pumped into the liel- 
. met as in the case of the smoke helmet.

Tlie cylinders are tested before 
use lo a pressure of 250 atmospheres, 
and carry about 120 litres (27 gallons) 
of oxygen compressed at 100 atmos- 
pheres. This Giensbcrg appliance is 
very popular with the men; and al- 
though it is generally the custom to at- 
tach the man using one of the helmets 
to a life-line, unit recentlv to a special 
life-line in which there is a metallic wire 
fur the purposes of telephoning, t lie man 
naturally feels more at ease than when 
attached to a pipe which serves as his 
only supply of air, and may either break 
or get a kink through no fault of his 
own. Willi the ever increasing number 
or subways and tunnels mainly used for 
truffle purposes, it is certainly a matter 
or serious import, adds Engineering; 
tliat brigades should be well equipped 
witli air oxygen helmets.

As a result: of Jnniieson's running 
amuck Herman Bellamy, raotorman on 
car No. Kt, came perilously near losing 
Ids life from the effect of a shot Jamie- 
son tool; at the car when it reached the 
Gorge; Jimmic .lames, nnd a young man 
of the name of Davis of Esquiuinlt, are 
both suffering from severe scalp wounds 
indicted on the head and several others 
were more or less scared. 

Tamieson himself has two seal]) 
scalp wounds on the head which were 
dressed by Dr. Robertson.' 

From what could be gathered Jamie- 
son took the seven o'clock Esquimalt 
car and obtained n transfer to the Gorge. 
He carried a double-barrelled shot gun 
but no one paid any particular attention 
to him. With D. M: Eborts and Col. A. 
Jones he got olT car No. 14 at the end 
of the run. Conductor. T. Hornihrook 
turned the trolley and was starting to 
walk away from the car and Motorman 
Herman Bellamy was, passing through 
it when Jnmieson fired from the outside 
at the forward nnd but happily missed 
Bellamy, and only succeeded In smash- 
ing a window. Then he disappeared nnd 
was next, seen by Captain Gandhi's son. 
Pointing the gun over his bead he fired. 

Meanwhile Conijuptor Hornibro'ok tele- 
phoned to both provincial ant] city police 
nfflces. In response Provincial Constable 
Edward Conway of Esquimnlt arrived 
nt the Gorge hut Jaminson had vanished. 
He was next seen by Motorman T. Rob- 
erts nnd Conductor J. Baylies of Es- 
nuimalt car No. 32. To the latter be 
made threatening motions with the gum 
but did not (ire. 

Fought Guards at Naval Yard 

Shortly afterwards he entered the 
navy yards at Esquimau and when stop- 
ped by the guards stated ho wanted to 
go to the Bgeria.- This being refused, 
he fifed at the guards, who immediately 
proceeded to place him under control. 
Ehirqged beyond bounds he fought arrest 
and, using hie gun as n club, the insane 
man inflicted severe scalp wounds on 
•Timniie James hnd Young Davis and bit 
another man's thumb. During the fight 
the fire alarm at the dockyard was 
tolled and shortly 50 bluejackets nnd 
marines appeared on the scene. How- 
over, their services were not required, as 
Detective Macdonald and Constable 
Clnyarde of the city police force hnd 
irrived and safely manacled Jnmieson. 
who with blond streaming down bis face 
and hands was brought into the citv. 

When searched nt the lockup $105 in 
gold and currency was found on his 
person nnd a bundle containing a Union 
Jack-. Jnmieson save bis address, (it the 
r-orner or David and Bridge streets. The 
police state he is a not oil smuggler.

Ten Million Dollar Deal in Stock of 
Pacific Coast S. S. Co. 

A San Francisco despatch says: 
There lias been a $10,000,000 deal In the 
stock of the Pacific Coast Steamship 
company, and from one end of the 
country lu the other the financiers are 
wondering what the meaning of It may 
be. Stock to the amount of two-thirds 
of the company's entire capitalization 
has changed hands during the past ten 
or twelve days, and nobody aside from 
those directly concerned In the deal Is 
able to soy in what Interest the pur- 
chase has been made. 

The Pacific Coast Steumshlp shares 
were never, prior to July of last year, 
regarded as a good Investment. At that 
time they were quoted at CO, but owing 
to the extensive passenger and freight 
business that has been done during the 
year, the stock has gradualy risen until 
today it was quoted at 115 and 110. 
The transfer of the $10,000,000 of stock 
has caused, much uneasiness among the 
officials here, as they cannot ascertain 
whether the astonishing activity means 
that a new financier has obtained con- 
trol of the company. These officials 
are principally concerned In the 
thought that a new management will 
mean their retirement.

Mr. D. G. Corbln the railway mag- 
nate from Spokane is in the city, ami 
registered at the Dridrd, Mr. Corbln 
is in a sense the man of the hour in 
British Columbia railway circles, for In' 
is rushing to completion l he Spokane 
and International line which will give 
the C. P. It. access to the stato of 
Washington and carry Crow's Nest coal 
and coke to the American market. This 
line is 1-1(1 miles long from Spokane to 
the International Boundary, by way of 
Bonner's Kerry. The C. P. K. are 
building from that point to Ytihk on th'* 
Crow's Xest line a distance of 50 nii.'ei. 
Mr, Corbin states that the work which 
was only commenced n year ago will be 
completed during the coming suinm'd' 
and Fast Kootenay placed in sp.u dy 
and direct communication with Spok- 
ane. 

Asked as io the report thai he hnd 
under contemplation the extension of 
his system west, of .Spokane Io the 
coast, Mr. Corbin said that his plans 
were not matured and that there were 
no definite arrangements yet conclude, 1 
for building. 

Asked if it was true that negotiations 
had .been opened looking to the acquis- 
ition of running powers over the O. If. 
it X. to Portland. Mr. Corbin preferred 
not Io make any positive statement; but 
would not deny the correctness of (lie 
rumor. 

This is not the first time that Mr. 
Corbin has been active in promoting 
Hie construction of railways between 
British Columbia and Washington state. 

lie built the Nelson and Kurt Shepherd 
railway, which was sold to the Croat 
Northern in 1807. In his present 



scheme lie is acting in friendly co-op- 
eration with the C. 1'. K., and whilst in 
some quarters the Spokane and Inter-! 
national is regarded as a counter move 
to .1. ,1. Hill's invasion of Canadian ter- 
ritory, there is no doubt that il will 
prove a boon to the Province and es- 
pecially to Fast Kootenay, which will 
by its means spend a large and increas- 
ing demand for its natural products. 

Mr. Corbin came in today from Seattle 
and leaves tomorrow for Portland. 



MARINE NOTES. 

The German merchant marine has 
increased In the past ten years from 
1, as", 000 t ()11 s to 2,553,000 terns, or an 
Icrease in valuation from $81,750,000 to 
$262,600,000. The gain was almost 
wholly in steam tonnage, which In- 
creased from a value of $63,250,000 to 
$188,250,000. Tho tonnage of sailing 
vessels decreased In value from $1H,- 
500,000 to $1-1,250,000. 

A telegram received at the Mer- 
chants' Exchange reported that the 
Herman ship Kalllope, from Hamburg 
for Sydney, had to put Into Funchal, 
Madeira, on January 17th, and landed 
the crew of the Norwegian ship Servla, 
bound from Newport for Pensacola, 
which had been abandoned at sea Jan- 
uary 11th.

LEGAL INTELLIGENCE. 

(In tho Full Court). 

January 22, 1906. 

Re Elizabeth Watklns; deceased— 
This Is an appeal from the decision of 
Mr. Justice Irving. 

The testator made a will in 1S9G, 
leaving certain lands to devisees 
therein named. Between the date of 
the will and her death in lflOO, munici- 
pal toxes to the amount of $;i,20u ac- 
cumulated on the devised lands. The 
parties taking the lands under the \iill 
claimed the right to have the taxes 
paid out of tho moneys which had 
been realized by the executors from 
the other parts of the estate, Ofll the 
ground that the residuary fund was, 
by the will, expressly made liuble as 
a fund for the payment of all debts. 

The parties beneficially entitled to 
the residuary fund contended, on the 
other hand, that, the taxes constituted 
an obligation in its nature primarily 
real and one which, not arising through 
contract but by operation of law, was 
a liability attached by law to the land, 
and that the parties taking the lands 
under the will could only lake them 
subject to the payment of the tuxes. 

Argument was concluded and Judg- 
ment reserved. Mr. Elliott for appel- 
lants, the residuary legatees; Mr. Fell 
for tho devisees. 

(Before the Chief Justice) 
Dunsmulr vs. Aston et. al— Appliea-j 
tion to dismiss action for want of 
prosecution. An order was made di- 
recting that the statement of claim be 
delivered within one week, otherwise 
that the action be dismissed without 
further notice.
